N. Y. ) on the Middle East situation 

in response to Mr. Reid's request. brought Reid up to date 

on such matters as the military situation in the UAR, recent developments 
regarding the Arab terrorists, the Israeli negotiating position, and the 
Soviet naval activity in the Mediterranean. 

I took advantage of the opportunity to tell Mr. Reid that in view of 
the recent legislation he has introduced regarding Radio Free Europe and 
Radio Liberty, we would welcome a chance to brief him on these subjects 
at his convenience. I explained that the Agency didn't want to present a 
parochial case, and had no desire to retain responsibility for the Radios, 
but was concerned that unnecessary publicity regarding the Agency's 
connection with them might damage their long term effectiveness and 
complicate any arrangements for their future support. Mr. Reid said 
he didn't question the value of the Radios, and conceded that in introducing 
the legislation he had not dug into the problem as deeply as he should have. 

He would therefore welcome an Agency briefing and I said that Cord Meyer, 
ADDP, would be glad to come over at his convenience. Mr. Reid sug- 
gested that I call him to set up a date late next week. In leaving I gave 
Mr. Reid a copy of last week's Newsweek story about the Radios which 
he said he had not seen.
